NOTE: Claims 13-14, 19-23 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112 , first paragraph for the same reasons as 
set forth at page 3, last paragraph of the previous Offic Action. Page 11, first paragraph, alluded by by applicants as providing 
support, does not specifically mention the baffl as originally filed.The original "obstacles" could read on a check valve, known 
also to prevent the flowing back of condensed fluid into the sample vessels.
